JFK Assassination Probe 
Causes Unstoppable Stir 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Big Jim Garrison, the New Orleans district attorney, 
has been riding the tiger for a week and looks like he's beginning to enjoy it. 


The Chinese proverb had it that he who rides the tiger can never dismount— 
lest it turn and devour him. 


The Kennedy assassination case is Garrison's tiger. He shows no fear of it. 
Once he could have dismounted gracefully. It would not be easy now. 
Too many times, Garrison has 


repeated that he will prove that 
a conspiracy here led to the as- 
sassination of President John F. 
Kennedy and that he will con- 
vict those involved. 


The score thus far: 
DEAD. David W. Ferrie, 49, 
a free-lance pilot 
accused 
of 
taking part in a plot. Suicide, 
said Garrison. Natural 
death, 
said Coroner Nicholas 
Chetta, 
due to massive brain hemor- 
rhage, possibly brought on by 
stress. 


PROVEN. To many the world 
over the Kennedy case is as 
alive today 
as it ever 
was, 
despite the exhaustive and offi- 
cial Warren Commission report, 
which said Lee Harvey Oswald, 
a former New Orleans resident, 
shot the president and there was 
no credible evidence that others 
were involved. 


UNREVEALED. 
Almost 
ev- 
erything in Garrison's hand. 


Garrison's probe remains 
a 
riddle wrapped in an enigma, 
with the controversial 6-foot-6 
district 
attorney 
grinning 
at 
some 
of the 
uproar 
he 
had 
caused. 


The 
45-year-old 
prosecutor, 
who packs a pistol under his 
coat, said he realized that the 
world was "chomping 
at the 
bit" to see what comes of his 
probe. But arrests, he repeated, 
may not come for months. 


Emphasizing the point by ex- 
aggeration, he added, "it might 
be 30 years." 


Skeptics are many. But few 
with official standings, wary of 
possible backfire, care to be 
quoted. 


One of the few was Texas 
Gov. John Connally, who said he 
personally 
doubts 
that 
"any- 
thing new or revealing" will 
come of the New Orleans probe 
—particularly 
since 
many 
of 
those known to have been ques- 
tioned by Garrison already had 
been put through the wringer by 
the FBI back in 1963. 


Among 
those 
extensively 
questioned in 1963 was Ferrie. 
When 
the 
new 
investigation 
started, he was a sick and em- 
bittered man, living on "coffee, 


cigarettes and jello." 


In 
1963 an 
informant 
had 
linked him with Oswald. Also 
Ferrie had made an automobile 
trip to Texas the day of the Nov. 
22, 1963, assassination. 


"I had no idea this would turn 
out to be a stupid move," he 
said shortly before his death. 
"It was just a spur of the mo- 
ment thing for relaxation." 
Solons Urge

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Pressure is building in Con- 
gress for the United States 
to deploy an antiballistic 
missile (ABM) 
system to 
counter one the Russians re- 
portedly are installing. 


Most 
congressional 
leaders 
favor 
President 
Johnson's 
search 
for 
a 
U.S.-Russian 
agreement not to go further 
with 
such 
defense 
systems, 
which would become fantasti- 
cally expensive. But several key 
leaders doubt that a safe agree- 
ment could be reached. 


If the talks fail, congressional 
pressure 
for 
setting 
up 
an 
American 
antimissile 
defense 
probably 
will 
become 
over- 
whelming. 


And whatever the negotiation 
results, several leaders predict 
Congress will 
authorize 
more 
money than 
the 
$377 million 
Johnson has asked as standby 
funds in case a decision is made 
to begin installing an ABM sys- 
tem. 


Republican leader Gerald R. 
Ford, one of a series of leaders 
interviewed, said "I don't think 
the President's negotiations are 
going to have any effect on Con- 
gress." 


The Michigan Republican pre- 
dicted Congress will want to go 
ahead with deployment in any 
case. 


Records in Washington show 
that the informant later admit- 
ted that his story that Ferrie 
was to be the getaway pilot for 
the assassin was "a figment of 
his imagination." 


Ferrie 
ran 
a 
small 
flying 
service here. 


After being requestioned by 
Garrison last November, Ferrie 
was sure he would be arrested. 
He pestered newsmen for the 
latest details. He frequently tel- 
ephoned the district attorney's 
office in an effort to see where 
he stood. He started an inept 
investigation of his own which 
he said would prove his inno- 
cence. He was under daily sur- 
veillance. 


Ferrie's death was a shock. 
He was found in bed Wednesday 
morning at his messy, incredi- 
bly 
cluttered 
apartment, 
al- 
ready rigid in rigor mortis. 


Suicide, 
said 
Garrison. 
He 
said he had planned to arrest 
Ferrie within a few days. He 
added that: 


"Evidence developed by our 
office had long since confirmed 
that he was involved in events 
culminating in the assassination 
of President Kennedy." 


Coroner 
Chetta, 
after 
two 
days of tests, said death was 
due to natural causes but that it 
will remain officially unclassi- 
fied 
until 
final 
toxicological 
tests are completed Tuesday. 


However, 
Garrison 
repeated 
his belief that Ferrie was a sui- 
cide. 


Investigation 
continued, 
he 
said, and the only way "people 
involved can get away from us 
is to kill themselves." 


Marines 
Ambush 
Enemy 
Patrol 


SAIGON (AP) — U. S. Marines ambushed a 12-man 
Communist patrol Saturday and killed 10 and captured 
the other two, American headquarters reported Sunday. 


The Marines spotted the enemy patrol on a trail in 
Thua Thien Province in the northern part of the country, 
headquarters said. 


Elsewhere in South Vietnam, 


no fresh contacts were reported 
in Operation Junction City, the 
big U.S. offensive in War Zone C 
70 miles northwest of Saigon. 


U.S. infantry involved in the 
massive drive accounted for 30 
of the 106 Communists reported 
killed 8 by 
American 
troops 
across the country Saturday. 


While 
guerrillas 
evidently 
sought to evade the horseshoe- 
shaped trap that American bri- 
gades 
established 
Wednesday 
around 250 square miles of fron- 
tier territory northwest of Sai- 
gon, others struck with small 
arms, automatic weapons and 
grenades at a company of about 
175 men of the 4th Infantry Divi- 
sion on Operation Sam Houston 
in the central highlands. 


Air strikes, artillery and a 
reinforcing company helped to 
batter 
the Viet 
Cong 
assault 
force, of undetermined size. A 
spokesman said the Americans, 
while suffering light casualties, 
killed 45 of the enemy. 


There was action too in the 
north, where use of long-range 


American 175mm guns to shell 
targets in North Vietnam drew 
denunciations from Hanoi and 
other quarters of the Commu- 
nist bloc. B52 jets pounded a 
Communist base camp and infil- 
tration route just south of the 
border Demilitarized Zone. U.S. 
Marines patrolling the northern 
provinces listed 31 of the enemy 
killed in scattered skirmishes. 


In Saigon, about 2,500 mem- 
bers of a Vietnamese Roman 
Catholic organization called the 
Greater Unity Force Bloc dem- 
onstrated in an overnight vigil 
against "the false peace clique 
who 
are 
instruments 
of 
the 
bloodthirsty Communists." Con- 
versely, they were for "Pope 
P a u l ' s 
legitimate 
peace 
moves." 


Authorized by Premier Nguy- 
en Cao Ky's government to ig- 
nore 
curfew 
hours, 
they 
pa- 
raded and burned effigies of 10 
world figures they accused of 
working for a false peace.

Guards 
— militant 
pro-Mao 
youths — were carried in the 
official Peking People's Daily 
and the New China News Agen- 
cy (NCNA.) Several other times 
over the past six months the 
Mao leadership had urged the 
Red Guards to be less zealous in 
helping push Mao's purge. 


A few weeks ago, Peking or- 
dered many Red Guards back to 
school and cut off their free food 
supplies. Since then there ha- 
ven't been any reports of harsh 
Red Guard activities. But the 
NCNA dispatch said the Red 
Guards were told it was a mis- 
take to interpret the ultimate 
aim of Mao's purge as a cam- 
paign "merely to pick out a 
number 
of 
counter-revolu- 
tionary revisionists." 


Revisionist is the term of Mao 
leadership uses for Soviet Com- 
munists who are accused of re- 
vising 
the 
original 
ideas 
of 
Marx 
and Lenin 
on ho^ 
to 
spread Communism around the 
world. 


NCNA said the fundamental 
task 
of 
Mao's 
revolutionary 


movement "is to oppose revi- 
sionism, prevent the rise of re- 
visionism, 
thoroughly 
uproot 
revisionism, thoroughly 
smash 
the social basis for counterrevo- 
lutionary revisionism, liquidate 
its ideological influence, foster 
Mao Tse-tung's thought on a 
grand scale, and see to it that 
Mao Tse-tung's thought 
takes 
deep root among the people." 


At the same time, it added, 
the movement is also the "tem- 
pering 
and 
training 
a 
large 
number of staunch successors to 
the 
proletarian 
revolutionary 
cause who are armed with Mao 
Tse-tung's thought." 


It said Mao's cultural revolu 
tion was "by no means a 'revo- 
lution of dismissing people from 
office.' "

Percy Endorses 
Romney's Bid 
For GOP Nod 


Romney, 
West 
Satisfied 


Possible GOP 
'68 Candidate 
Well Received 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 
Scenically and 
politically, 
George W. Romney likes 
what he saw of the West - 
and he's pretty sure the 
W e s t ' s Republicans like 
what they saw of him, too. 


From Alaska to Arizona, 8,318 
miles, the governor of Michigan 
put on what can only be regard 
ed as the kickoff of a drive for 
the presidency in 1968. 


And there was complete sat- 
isfaction in his own assessment 
of the seven-day trip that ended 
early Friday. 


"The whole effort has been 
very rewarding," Romney said. 


Although he still 
maintains 
he's not really running, only 
looking, Romney moved like a 
man who knows why and where 
,Jie is going. 


He met with five GOP gover- 
nors, talked with scores of party 
leaders, held six news confer- 
ences and made 18 speeches, of 
which maybe 10 could be con- 
sidered major efforts. 


In general, the crowd reaction 
was good, and, although a thou- 
sand cheers may not add up to a 
single delegate vote in conven- 
tion, well, a start has to be 
made somewhere. 


Wherever Romney went, he 
kept pecking away at Lyndon 
Johnson, especially on the way 
the President is handling the 
Vietnam conflict. 


"It has been clumsy, ill-timed 
and poorly coordinated," Rom- 
ney said in Anchorage, Alaska, 
at his first full-scale news con- 
ference of the trip. And 
al- 
though reporters prodded him 
on Viet Nam the rest of the trip, 
they never got him to spell out 
where he believes the adminis- 
tration is wrong or to say what 
he would change if he were 
president. 


The organization being set up 
in 
Lansing 
to push 
Romney 
steadily toward the presidency 
is impressive. 


Upstairs, at 404 E. Michigan, 
a political factory called Rom- 
ney Associates, is hard at work. 


In the roomy premises—four 
handy 
city blocks, or 
within 
easy sprinting distance, from 
the governor's office in the Cap- 
itol — are new rugs, a confer- 
ence room and 14 full-time em- 
ployes plus three more who flit 
in an out mysteriously. 


Nor does the big league oper- 
ation end with Romney Asso- 
ciates. 


Leonard Hall, former Repub- 
lican National Committee chair 
man, will soon open an office in 
Washington to keep tabs on del- 
egates and to raise the bundles 
of money needed for a major 
drive like this. 


A visitor to Romney Asso- 
ciates remarked 
he was sur- 
prised to see things moving so 
rapidly at this early stage. (It's 
still 16 months before the na- 
tional conventions.)

This reporter

Anyone who had an organiza- 
tional setup, such as John F. 
Kennedy, never advertised it. 


Partly by accident, partly by 
design, George Romney has be- 
come the No. 1 phenomenon in 
U.S. politics. 


At a time when Republicans 
hope to wrest the White House 
from Johnson, Romney's friends 
point to these attractions: gov- 
ernor of a big state—three-time 
winner, each time by a larger 
margin—successful 
business- 
man—handsomely gray at 59— 
forceful—and more 
important, 
they insist, who can beat him? 


For they argue that Richard 
M. Nixon is shopworn after los- 
ing the presidency in 1960 and 
the California governorship in 
1962, and that Sen. Charles H. 
Percy of Illinois and Gov. Ron- 
ald Reagan of California are too 
new on their jobs to start asking 
for promotion. 


DETROIT (AP)—Sen. Charles 
H. Percy, R-Ill. praised Michi- 
gan Gov. George Romney Satur- 
day as a good likely Republican 
presidential candidate in 1968. 


Percy, who himself has been 
mentioned as a possible con- 
tender 
for 
the 
nomination 
next year, told newsmen flatly 
that he is "not a candidate and 
will not become a candidate." 


Percy, in Detroit to address 
the Michigan Republican conven- 
tion, said he also saw no pos- 
sibility of being drafted for the 
nomination. 


"I waited for a draft in 1964," 
he said jokingly, "and I did not 
feel the slightest breeze." 


The Illinois 
senator 
praised 
Romney for his recent tour of 
the western United States, in- 
cluding Alaska, 
and 
observed 
that a potential candidate has 
to seek the nomination. 


He 
remarked 
that 
it 
was 
"most unprecedented" to have 
a man pushed so early for the 
nomination. 


Romney sat beside Percy at 
the crowded news conference. 


The Michigan governor 
had 
high praise for 
Percy 
as 
a 
"man who has a good sense of 
timing in both his private and 
public life." 


Romney described Percy as 
an 
"opportunist" but 
quickly 
explained he was using the word 
in the sense that Percy realizes 
the right time to act. 


Asked if he considers himself 
to be the same kind of an op- 
portunist, 
Romney 
replied, 
"Yes." 


Romney likened his possible 
candidacy to marriage. 


"Candidacy is like marriage 
—only one person can agree to 
be married and only one person 
can announce his candidacy. 


"I did indicate out in Phoenix 
that I've got a red hot romance 
going on," he added. 


SAIGON (AP) — Captur- 
ed enemy documents indi- 
cate a new Viet Cong effort 
to 
launch 
sabotage 
and 
terrorist attacks on Saigon 
because of recent failures of 
main-line units to isolate 
the South Vietnamese capi- 
tal, U.S. intelligence sources 
said Saturday. 


The aim would be to terrorize 
the Saigonese, drive prices up, 
foment unrest 
and churn out 
propaganda designed to depict 
Americans as being responsible 
for the misery, the informants 
said. 


They 
reported 
Viet 
Cong 
main-line forces had been trying 
since fall to cut Saigon off but 
massive allied operations, such 
as the one called Cedar Falls 
north of the capital last month, 
had scattered their units. 


Because 
of 
the 
failure 
of 
main-force units, sabotage and 
terrorist attacks are likely to be 
stepped up, the sources said. 
They 
described 
many 
recent 
attacks as "unprofessional" and 
poorly executed in contrast to 
those of a year ago. 


Satchel bombs are sometimes 
found unexploded due to me- 
chanical failure. An explosive 
device detonated prematurely in 
a Saigon street Feb. 16, killing 
the Viet Cong carrying it. 


Increased vigilence has 
cut 
down some sabotage. Alert sen- 
tries have shot men attempting 
to float explosives toward river 
bridges. 


A Communist 
mortar 
crew 
removed the sheet metal roofing 
from a shabby house in down- 
town Saigon and lobbed shells at 
Gen. 
William 
C. 
Westmore- 
land's 
headquarters 
Feb. 
13. 
They missed, but nine Vietnam- 
ese soldiers were killed nearby. 


Communist 
strikes on ship- 
ping in the twisting channel be- 
tween Saigon and the South Chi- 
na 
Sea 40 miles away 
have 
caused extensive damage.

DeSalvo Surrenders 
Without Resistence 


LYNN, Mass. (AP) — Albert DeSalvo, who claims 
to be the notorious "Boston Strangler," surrendered 
meekly Saturday to two employes of a uniform store in 
West Lynn. 


Thus one of the largest manhunts in northeastern 
United States history came to an end 37 hours after De- 
Salvo, 35, and two other inmates slipped away from 
Bridgewater State Hospital. 


A judge ordered DeSalvo tak-

DeSalvo in the back room of the 
store "leaning against a water 
cooler. He said he wanted to

"DeSalvo seemed to know wc 
recognized him and asked if we 
could make him some coffee," 
James Trelegan, 32, sales man- 
ager of the store, said. 


"I took him into the

"He didn't 
resist. 
lie told me, 'I'm 
not 
carrying anything.' " 


Trelegan 
and 
a 
salesman, 
Fred Waldron, recognized De- 
Salvo when the escapee entered 
the store shortly after 2 P.M. 
and asked if he could use the 
telephone. 


"It's an emergency," DeSalvo 
was quoted as saying. "I've got 
to call F. Lee." 


This apparently was a ref- 
erence to F. Lee Bailey, DeSal- 
vo's attorney. An associate of 
Bailey in Boston, 15 miles south 
of Lynn, later told newsmen lie 
had received a call from DeSal- 
vo and was making 
arrange- 
ments to meet him when offi- 
cers took the escapee into custo- 
dy- 


Trelegan said he telephoned 
police and two squad cars an- 
swered his call. DeSalvo was 
taken 
to police 
headquarters, 
where he was held briefly be- 
fore being taken to nearby Cam- 
bridge for a hearing in Middle- 
sex Superior Court. 


When apprehended, the elu- 
sive DeSalvo was wearing 
a 
Navy uniform and a rumpled 
Navy 
pea 
jacket. 
He 
nad 
changed from the grey denim 
clothes worn at the time of his 
escape from the hospital in the 
predawn hours Friday. He was

"We put handcuffs on him 
right away. He wasn't armed 
and ho was very 
docile.

Detectives formed a tight ring 
around the prisoner and pushed 
through the crowd to put him in 
a police car for the trip to Cam- 
bridge. 
DeSalvo 
was

cuffed. He smiled and winked at 
several newsmen whom he rec- 
ognized from a recent trial.

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Grocers Taught To Defend 
Themselves; Two Killed 


DETROIT (AP) — Three years ago a man carrying 
a ,45-caliber automatic walked into Edward Polomski's 
grocery store with two other men and announced a stick- 
up. 


Polomski ran. 


22-year-old 
This 
week 
a 
armed thug walked into Polom 
ski's 
store on Detroit's 
East 
Side and ordered the girl cash- 
ier to fill a bag with money. 


Polomski, 52, shot and killed 
him. 


Less than 24 hours later, on 
Friday afternoon, an 18-year-old 
youth entered another grocery 
on the West Side and threatened 
its owner with an 8-inch butcher 
knife. 


The owner, William Zachman 
50, shot him in the head. The 
youth died Saturday in a hospi 
tal. 


The two killings focused at- 
tention on the growing fear of 
small-business men in Detroit, 
the nation's fifth-largest city, 
over armed robberies. 


In January, Walter C. Sha- 
mie, ex-grocer 
and 
managing 
editor of Grocers Spotlight, a 
trade paper, announced in an 
editorial he would conduct gun 
clinics to teach grocers who are 
arming themselves how to han- 
dle their weapons. 


Detroit Police 
Commissioner 
Ray Girardin opposed Shamie's 
plan. Girardin said he feared 
grocers might be shot with their 
own guns, that they were step- 
ping into an area which should 
be left to trained policemen. 


Shamie, 
unsuccessful 
candi- 
date for mayor in 1965 , went 
ahead with his plans and held 
his first clinic last week. It was 
conducted by representatives of 
the National Rifle Association. 


Polomski was one of 
more 
than 200 grocers who attended. 
Zachman did not attend. 


"It was very 
encouraging," 
Polomski said. 


He bought a ,38-caliber short- 
barrelled Smith & Wesson revol- 
ver after his first 
attempted 
holdup three years ago. Some- 
times, Polomski said, he wore it 
at his side in a holdster.

At about 6:50 P.M. Thursday, 
Polomski said, a man came into 
his store holding a black scarf 
over his face with one hand and 
brandishing an automatic in the 
other.

The dairy situation has im- 
proved considerably in the past 
few years: Surplus production 
has been practically eliminat- 
ed; 
government spending for 
price support has almost stop- 
ped; prices received by farm-j 
ers have gone up 15 to 20 per-' 
cent in two years; and milk 
production has stabilized. 


This is the best combination 
of 
conditions—for 
dairymen, 
consumers, 
and 
taxpayers— 
that has existed 
for 
several 
years. We hope it will last, but 
doubt that it will. The dairy 
situation is always changing. 


Since World War II, the dairy 
industry has developed a cycli- 
cal pattern. First, prices are 
raised. Then, production is in- 
creased while sales are slow. 
Surplus stocks accumulate, and; 
disposal programs become too 
costly for the public taste. Aft- 
er that, prices are reduced. 
Production and sales come in- 
to near balance. Then, a new

year, farmers produced 122 bil-j 
lion pounds of milk. Consumers ! 
bought 97 percent of the avail-! 
able supply of dairy products. 
The government had to buyj 
only 3 percent to support prices. 


Then, the price-support level 
was raised—from S3.Ofi a hun- 
dred pounds to S3.40. Farmers 
boosted their sales of milk 6 
percent 
in 
three 
years, 
but 
consumers 
did 
not 
increase 
their purchases. In one year 
(the 1961-62 marketing 
year),¡ 
Uncle Sam had to buy dairy 
products equivalent to about 10 
percent of all milk marketed, 
in order to support prices. In 
fiscal year 1962, the cost of the 
price-support 
surplus-disposal 
program totaled 
nearly 
$700 
million. 


In 1962, the support level was 
cut back to $3.11. This reduc- 
tion helped to equalize produc- 
tion and sales during the next 
four years. Sales of dairy pro-; 
ducts increased. Milk produc-¡ 
tion dropped from 126 billion 
pounds in 1962, to 125 billion in 
1963, but moved back up to 127 
billion 
in 1964. However, 
by 


1964. many dairymen had de- 
cided to quit the business. 


Milk production dipped to 125 
billion pounds in 1965, and to 
12P/2 billion in 1966. Consumers' 
bought 
practically 
the 
whole 
output of dairy products; the 
surplus disappeared; and gov- 
ernment spending for price sup- 
port dropped to near zero. 


Surplus Ahead 
In 1966, a new cycle was 
started. The price-support level 
was 
raised to $4.00. 
Market 
prices 
were 
even 
higher— 
around $4.25 in recent months. 
The decrease in milk produc- 
tion has stopped. Output in No- 
vember and December was the 
same as a year earlier. If his- 
tory repeats itself, we will be 
having surplus problems again 
in a year or two. 


Only about 47 percent of the 
milk that farmers produced in 
1966 was purchased by consum- 
ers as milk and cream. In ad- 
dition, 20 percent was used for 
butter, 14 percent for cheese, 9 
percent for ice cream and oth- 
er frozen dairy products, and 6 
percent for other manufactured 
dairy items. The remaining 5 
percent of the milk was used 
on the farms, where it was pro- 
duced. 


Butter meets the stiffest com- 
petition. It sells for 80 to 90 
cents a pound, compared to 
about 30 cents for margarine. 
The 
average 
consumption 
of 
butter dropped from 6.8 pounds 
per person in 1963, to 5.8 pounds 
in 1966. But the consumption of' 
margarine 
climbed 
from 9.6 
pounds 
(per person) 
to 10.7 
pounds.

OTTAWA (AP) - 
Lester B. 
Pearson is approaching two im- 
portant milestones — his 70th 
birthday and the end of his 
fourth year as prime minister. 


The betting is that he will re- 
tire late this year or early in 
1968 so a younger man can lead 
the Liberal party in the next 
election. 


The prime minister will be 70 
April 23, one day after he begins 
his fifth year as head of the gov- 
ernment. He is happier at the 
moment than he has been in a 
long time, friends say, and he 
has shown no signs of slowing 
down. They express doubt, how- 


ever, that he relishes the hard- 
ships of another strenuous polit- 
ical campaign a year or two 
from now. For this reason, they 
believe he will step down. 


Asked 
recently 
about 
his 
plans, he said: "I feel it is my 
duty to stay in my present post 
as long as the party I lead wish- 
es me to do so, and by the party 
I mean all of the party. If there 
were any substantial group in- 
side the party that felt the time 
had come for a change of lead- 
ership, I would not wish to re- 
main in office."

All agree that Pearson 
himself must make the decision. 
He has indicated one other con- 
sideration might influence his 
plans — his "strength and zest 
for the job." 


"If that ever began to disap- 
pear, I would disappear too," he 
said. 


Pearson, after winning world 
fame as a diplomat, began his 
second career in 1958 as leader 
of the Liberal party. He has 
fought through four bitter elec- 
tion campaigns. Two of them 
unsuccessful and all against the 
same foe, Conservative leader 
John Diefenbaker. 


The leader of the dominant 
party becomes prime minister. 
Since Pearson took the premier- 
ship in 1963 he has had the diffi- 
cult task of ruling with a minor- 
ity government at the mercy of 
two splinter parties whose sup- 
port he needed to prevent par- 
liamentary defeat. 


Pearson 
acknowledges 
there 
have been many 
frustrations, 
but he feels that the Liberals 
can 
cite 
substantial 
achieve- 
ments. He lists approval of the 
new national pension plan as the 
most important single achieve- 
ment of his administration. The 
Liberals also won approval of a 
national medical care plan, but 
have delayed it because of a 
trend 
toward 
economic 
infla- 
tion. 


On the negative side, Pearson 
was embarrassed by scandals 


wMch Ted to the resignation of 
several men high in his admin- 
istration. Although no one ques- 
tioned the prime minister's in- 
tegrity, some critics suggested 
that he had 
not acted 
with 
enough vigor to deal with the 
men involved. 


An interviewer asked him to 
compare his life as prime min- 
ister with his experiences as a 
diplomat. 


"In politics," he replied, "the 
decision has to be made and you 
have to live with its results the 
next day; and you have to be 
judged on that decision within 
the next year or so. 


"And you alone are responsi- 
ble for making it. In diplomacy 
the responsibility is very often 
diluted. That's why politics is a 
much lonelier job than diploma- 
cy. Also, the pressure is great- 
er. 
The 
misunderstanding 
of 
what you are trying to do is 
greater. In politics you are often 
attacked 
personally 
and 
that 
makes 
it 
sometimes 
a 
little 
harder to take." 


If Pearson has given his bles- 
sing to any candidate to succeed 
him, he has not indicated it pub- 
licly. Possibilities include For-

Secretary 
Paul 
Martin, 
who at 63 is the Cabinet's veter- 
an. He ran against Pearson in 
the 1958 leadership contest.

For Services 


Illinois Power Company has 
filed a rule change with the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission do- 
ing away with the present $77.00 
charge for underground service 
lines to houses in subdivisions 
which have underground distri- 
bution, Lerton Krushas, mana- 
ger here announced today. 


The original free underground 
distribution plan for new sub- 
divisions was announced by Illi- 
nois Power a year ago, on Jan- 
uary 18, 1966, as part of a $28 
million dollar modernization and 
streamlining of facilities. Under 
that rule change (Rider "Q") 
subdivisions of 8 or more lots 
were entitled 
to free under- 
ground primary and secondary 
distribution 
l i n e s 
with 
pad 
mounted transformers. The rule 
provided that with the excep- 
tion of customers with major 
electrical appliances in the new 
homes a charge of $77.00 per 
house would be made for instal- 
ling underground service from 
the distribution 
line 
to 
the 
house. Today's rule change re- 
moves the money requirement. 


In a letter of transmittal, the 
Power Company said in part: 


"Further 
studies 
made 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
pending 
proceedings before the Commis- 
sion 
relating 
to 
promotional 
practices of electric and 
gas 
utilities raised question in our 
minds as to whether the provi- 
sions of Rider Q relating to re- 
funds 
of 
contributions 
in 
the case of medallion homes 
are authorized by the Public 
Utilities Act. Therefore, in order 
to remove any doubt, Illinois 
Power Company has 
revised 
Rider Q to remove the provi- 
sions for such refunds from this 
Rider and at the same time 
to further liberalize the pro- 
visions by 
removing the 
re- 
quirements for contributions by 
paragraph 4 of such Rider. 


"The effect of the changes 
covered in the above filing is 
that the company will install, 
without charge, up to 100 ft. of 
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underground 
service cable to 
any new building in a subdivi- 
sion with underground distribu- 
tion. Free underground service 
facilities will also be furnished 
to new buildings in overhead 
distribution areas provided the 
applicant contributes the cost 
of the underground service pole 
riser. 


"It is estimated that the ad- 
ditional cost of furnishing under- 


ground service connections un- 
der 
the proposed 
provisions, 
over the next ten 
years, is 
equivalent to a revenue reduc- 
tion of $248,000 per year."

Moscow cops, determined not to 
make any instant martyrs, end 
the demonstrations in virtually 
nonviolent manner. 


After each rumble the head- 
line-seeking Chinese swore they 
were kneed and gouged, which 
is so much egg foo yong. 


I saw two Chinese officials, 
for the benefit of photographers, 
stand in the doorway of their 
embassy. One exhibited a "black 
eye" and the other a "bloody 
nose." Believe me, the Chinese 


intended to gain sympathy here 
it bombed, as I learned from 
the leadership of this communi- 
ty. 


At Moscow's magnificent in- 
door track, the tall, handsome 
Igor 
Ter-Ovanesyan, 
perhaps 
the 
world's 
greatest 
broad 
jumper, 
toweled 
himself 
and 
said in perfect English: "I com- 
peted in Peking and Shanghai 
and they were always perfectly 
friendly. Now I think they've 
gone 
crazy—spitting 
on 
our 
women and children in Peking. 
We've had about enough." 


Serge Mikhalkov, best-selling 
author and topnotch movie di- 
rector, also believes the Chi- 
nese have blown their stacks, 
lost their marbles and gone ape.

in his fine apartment,

on its shelves and said via in- 
terpreter:

Power 
Commission staff study 
made at the request of the Sen 
ate

Committee,

pollution. 


In sending the study to Chair- 
man Warren G. Magnuson, D- 
Wash., FPC Chairman Lee C 
White said "we found that the 
technology 
for 
limited 
range 
electric 
battery-powered 
vehi- 
cles exists today," although the 
report itself estimated it would 
take about 10 years to develop, 
test 
and 
tool 
up 
for 
mass 
production of acceptable short- 
distance vehicles. 


"Present electric car technol- 
ogy, however, is not adequate," 
White said, "to replace the 
in- 
ternal 
combustion 
engine 
pas- 
senger car for long-distance ex- 
pressway travel." 


The study defined a long-dis- 
tance vehicle as one 
traveling 
several hundred miles a day at 
sustained speeds of 50-60 miles 
an hour. A short-distance vehi- 
cle, in the same context, is one 
that is required to travel "sub- 
stantially less than 150 miles a 
day and can remain stationary 
for 8 to 12 hours of each 24 
hours to allow for the recharg- 
ing of batteries."

National Engineers' Week 
E n g i n e e r s 
C h a l l e n

Four, three, two, one, zero— 
lift off!; a familiar sound in 
today's age of space. 


Yet to those of us still on 
the ground, crawling to work 
on traffic-clogged highways or 
jounced and jammed in public 
conveyances, 
there 
must 
be 
Irustrating irony in the realiza- 
tion that men are circling the 
earth in the time it takes to 
get to our jobs and back. 


Perhaps this contrast was In 
the mind of President Johnson 
when he remarked, upon sign- 
ing the High Speed 
Ground 
Transportation 
Research 
and 
Development Act: "The s a m e 
science and engineering, tech- 
nology which gave us our air- 
planes and our space probes, 
I believe, could also give us bet- 
ter and faster and more eco- 
nomical transportation on the 
ground. And a lot of us need 
it more on the ground than 
we need it orbiting the earth." 


New Challenges 


As the transportation needs 
of the nation grow and change, 
and as new problems replace 
the old, so does the art and 
science 
which 
the 
engineer 
brings to bear in meeting these 
new challenges. Nowhere has 
the need for new engineering 
insights and skills been greater 
than in the burgeoning metro- 
politan regions in which two- 
thirds of America lives and 
works and which, by 1980, will 
house the activities of over 80 
p e r c e n t 
of our population. 
There can be little doubt that 
the movement of people in and 
among metropolitan areas 
is 
the most critical transportation 
problem we face today and will 
face in the years ahead. 


The technological solutions to 
tiiese problems are evident in 
the freeways and transit sys- 
tems which serve the hundreds 
of millions of trips made each 
day to work, to shop, to school, 
and for all the public and pri- 
vate purposes which make up 
a day in urban America. 


Less familiar are the modest 
m i r a c l e s 
which are being 
forged in the engineering lab- 
oratories of industry, universi- 
ties, and government. Many of 
these innovations make use of 
technology already developed in 
the aerospace and electronics 
fields; others will require sci- 
entific and engineering innova- 
tions of their own devising. 


One i^ajor area of technolog- 
ical advance made by engi- 
neers in recent years has been 
extending the ability of our 
existing streets and highways 
to carry traffic with greater ef- 
ficiency, safety and dispatch. 
Radar, sonic, and magnetic de- 
tectors are being used to take 
the pulse of traffic at key loca- 
tions, and, through a central 
computer, to control and coor- 
dinate the settings of traffic 
signals at dozens of intersec- 
tions at once.

puter that controls your train 
will bill you at the end of . the 
month. 


Not only may the subway 
token be on its way out, but 
the wheel itself may be in for 
strong competition. Ground ef- 
fects machines, operating on a 
cushion of air, now run between 
Oakland and San Francisco air- 
ports, crossing the waters of 
the 
Bay 
and 
its 
adjoining 
shores with 
equal ease. 
For 
longer 
journeys, 
air-cushion 
trains may run between our 
larger cities at speeds well be- 
yond those now feasible with 
steel wheels on steel rails. 


New Technology 


The roll call of new technol- 
ogy which will speed our pas- 
sage within and between cities 
can be extended almost without 
end. Tunnel-boring flame jets 
guided by lasers; linear electric 
motors which both support and 
propel vehicles; automatic high- 
ways on which cars and buses 
will travel at speeds and in 
safety far beyond that enjoyed 
on the best roads of today; 
vertical take-off and landing 
(VTOL) 
short-haul 
airbuses; 
and Mach 3 airliners, which will 
bring New York and Los An- 
geles to within two hours of 
one another. These and many 
other fruits of modern tech- 
nology are well within reach 
of this generation. 


So wide, in fact, is the range 
of 
choice 
which 
technology 
now affords us, that the social 
forces of society, not the physi- 
cal forces of nature, represent 
the greatest challenge facing 
the engineer of today. In ful- 
filling his professional obliga- 
tions and personal commitment 
to mankind, the engineer has 
joined forces with urban plan- 
ners, economists, 
sociologists, 
and other associated disciplines 
in the comprehensive analyses 
which serve as bases for the 
planning and design of trans- 
portation systems. 


Planning Required 


Comprehensive transportation 
l>l;i rming programs, initiated in 
¡1 limited way in a few cities 
during the mid-fifties, are now 
required by law in all urban 
;ire;i;; of 50,000 persons or more 
«.•; a condition of receipt of 
Federal highway funds. These 
studies are based upon analyses 
of the travel habits and desires 


of families derived from inter- 
views 
with 
a 
representative 
sample of 
households. 
Given 
these 
data, 
and 
information 
about the existing and potential 
economic and social structure 
of the community, the engineer 
is better able to insure that 
technology will serve not its 
own ends, but the needs and 
aspirations of society. 


The continued growth 
and 
gradual coalescence of urban 
areas into vast 
metropolitans 
regions 
extending 
over 
hun- 
dreds of miles, represents th® 
newest transportation frontier 
The Northeast 
Megalopolitan 
Corridor, running from north 
of Boston to Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, and including some 40 
million 
people in its 
40,000 
square miles, is the largest and 
most complex of these metro- 
politan agglomerations. 


This region is currently the 
focus of a Federal government 
study, in which a team of en- 
gineers, economists, urban plan- 
ners, and other physical and 
social scientists is assessing the 
potential of various existing and 
proposed transportation 
alter- 
natives in meeting the travel 
and developmental needs of this 
11 state area. 


The engineering innovations 
and social insights arising out 
of this study will have pro- 
found implications for genera- 
tions to come, not only in the 
Northeast Corridor, but also in 
the Los Angeles-San Francisco*, 
Milwaukee - Chicago - Detroit, 
Paris-Brussels, 
and 
Moscow- 
Leningrad complexes as well. 


Social Responsibility 


Within the cities and between 
them, in transportation as in 
all aspects of physical develop- 
ment, the engineer is now, more 
than ever, sensitive to his grave 
social responsibility as the pro- 
genitor of modern technology. 


As stated by Robert Wood, 
Under Secretary of 
Housing 
and Urban Development, 
the 
charge is unmistakable: "You 
may build it well or you may 
build it carelessly, but one way 
or the other, you will build it. 
By the end of this century you 
jnay know whether what yoa 
have built represents a civiliza- 
tion that is worthy of respect 
and 
emulation 
around 
the 
world." Aware and 
involved, 
the engineer must meet this 
challenge.

COACHES AGREE 


CHANGE COMING 


Both college coaches in Jacksonville agree that prob- 
ably too much fuss is being made over the current 'stall- 
ing debate' being waged by some of the big college 
coaches across the country. 


Both MacMurray mentor Bill Wall and IC coach Bill 
Merris feel that the much-discussed 24 or 30 second 
mandatory shot rule would not have a chance of passing 
a coaches' vote now, but it is likely that a few years will 
change all this. 


Wall, a past chairman of the National Basketball 
Coaches Association rules committee, says, "Probably too 
much is being made over the stall now, it's really not used 
that much. If the 24 second rule were brought to a vote 
now, it wouldn't get 10%. 


"I DON'T want to see a mandatory shot rule, but I 
svouldn't be surprised if we don't have it in three or four 
years. I really don't think the stall is that much of a 
problem, because the rules pretty well take care of it. It 
still takes two teams to stall." 


Wall, whose Highlanders have always a running 
brand of basketball, continues, "About 
9 8 % 
of 
the 
coaches are always in agreement on the rules, they say 
basketball is at an all-time high in popularity so leave it 
alone. But there are always a few with some new ideas, 
such as raising the basket and using three officials." 


MERRIS, whose IC team ran its way to its best re- 
cord in 12 years and an unofficial spot in a NAIA post- 
season tournament, says he wouldn't mind seeing a 30- 
second rule. 


" I like to run the basketball, and speaking of our 
teams, it wouldn't hurt us too much. I don't think such 
a rule will be passed for a few years, but it seems like 
most of the professional rules soon get down to the col- 
lege and high school levels, just like in football. 


"The bad thing about it would be that it would have 
a bad effect on a college player, and certainly a high 
school player, to know he had to shoot, even if he forced 
the shot. 


"There's no doubt in my mind that the fans like to 
see points, and such a new rule would probably be popu- 
lar with the general public."

In the past, according to Dud- 
ley, Protestants fled from the 
core of the city. Fifty-two Pro- 
testant churches closed, merg- 
ed, or relocated out of St. Louis 
between 1930 and 1960. Of some 
43 churches in the Mill Creek 
Valley before demolition began, 
Berea is the only one that stay- 
ed. 


With the return of interest in 
the central city and the comple-

Nepotism In Congress 


The ease ol .Rep. Adam 
Clayton 
Towel! has had various ramifications, 
one of which is renewed interest in the 
question 
of 
nepotism 
in 
Congress. 
Though Powell's wife was on his pay- 
roll for an exceptionally high amount, 
more than $20.000 a year, numerous 
other congressional wives receive sub- 
stantial sums. 


A survey shows that three of them 
were paid more than SI0.000 during 
J 966. while six got from S7.000 to 
.^9.000. Three others reportedly went 
on their husbands' office payrolls late 
last year at 81.200 a month. 
Other 
relatives — sons, sisters, brothers-in- 
law — are paid from 
congressional 
funds. 


There are strong 
a r g u m e n t s 
against an outright ban on nepotism 
such as Rep. Neal Smith of Iowa has 


introduced—a ban that would extend 


to the entire federal government. In 


some instances, a congressional wife 


or other relative is an able assistant 


whose capabilities are put to 
excel- 


lent use in the public interest. 


There 
also are 
good 
arguments, 
however, for some sort of control over 
nepotism in Congress. There should at 
very least be some means of assuring 
that relatives on the payroll of a sen- 
ator or representative do the work for 
which they are hired. Perhaps 
each 
house should maintain 
a 
committee 
whose function would be to 
review 
congressional hiring and guard against 
abuse 
of 
privilege. 
Nepotism, 
with 
some exceptions, is not desirable. Con- 
gress 
should 
move to hold 
it to a 
minimum. 


Spare a little time to reflect on 
"potentiation." That is a word used by 
pharmacists to describe the dangerous 
and 
sometimes 
lethal 
interplay 
be- 
tween drugs that are harmless when 
properly used. Taken in 
combination 
without 
medical 
advice, 
otherwise 
beneficial drugs may spell finish for 
the user. 


When considering such a matter, 
nothing 
helps 
like 
examples. 
Some 
were provided by Frederick M. Gar- 
field, deputy director of the 
FDA's 
Bureau of Drug Abuse Control, at a 
recent conference. 


Said Garfield: "A patient can be 
taking tranquilizers 
for nerves 
and 
take a sleeping pill at night. He might 
never wake up." And he said f u r t h e r : 


"A person can be taking tranquilizers, 
catch a cold and dose himself 
with 
over-the-counter 
antihistamines 
he 
sees advertised. 
T h a t 
can 
be 
very 
dangerous, too." He and other experts 
are particularly concerned about 
the 
"potentiation" that may occur 
when 
one combines barbiturates with a few 
alcoholic 
drinks. 
The 
alcohol 
may 
lethally 
heighten 
the 
effect of 
the 
sleeping pills. 


A word to the unwary, like a word 
to the wise, may be sufficient. We hope 
so. When using drugs, even some com- 
monly sold without prescription, it is 
good sense to consult a doctor before 
venturing to combine them. ''Potenti- 
ation" can be deadlv.

What Should Elevator 
Managers Do About 
High Moisture Corn? 


Should grain elevators a c c e p t corn with a moisture 
content higher t h a n 23 per c e n t ? 


This question was asked recently by Joseph G. Bail- 
ey of Cargill, Inc., in Minneapolis. In special grain-mar- 
keting sessions of the 9th Agricultural Industries Forum 
he pointed o u t t h a t very-high-moisture corn will some- 
times stay in good condition for a few days. But m o r e 
often, 23 per cent moisture corn will be near 
spoiling 
when it is received and will be s a m p l e - g r a d e before it 
gets into a dryer.

Bailey pointed out that there 
are 
many 
important 
reasons 
why a producer wants or needs 
to get into the field with his 
sheller at the earliest possible 
time — his fall plowing plans, 
the need 
to 
stretch 
out 
the 
hours he uses his sheller, weath- 
er and market conditions, and 
his efforts to avoid field losses. 


Severe Penalties 


But offsetting these 
circum- 
stances is the fact that he is 
surely adding an extra 6 to 10 
cents per bushel in drying costs, 
plus tiie danger that condition 
losses may cost another 30 to 
50 cents per bushel. 


Bailey suggested the following 
program as one that might work 
well for both the producer and 
elevator operator:

Poor Risks Bring Losses 


In boxcar shipments of any

and then store it in aerated bins 
or ship it in order to help dry- 
er capacity.

Bailey added that 
operators 
shouldn't 
depend

While every possible facility 
must be provided for quick and 
efficient service, 
Bailey 
said 
that operators should 
remem- 
ber that taking poor risks just 
to get the crop in is likely to 
cause 
losses 
for 
someone 
— 
either in the form of an un- 
healthy or bankrupt elevator, or 
in ruinous discounts to the pro- 
ducer.

Farmers who have not yet made 
a decision on whether to partici- 
pate in the 1967 Feed-Grain Pro- 
gram may find the budget work- 
sheet a useful 
farm-business- 
planning tool to use in compar- 
ing the estimated income ver- 
sus die variable costs of 
the 
program choices, Erickson says. 


Data from the ASCS on feed- 
grain bases, 
projected 
yields, 
price-support-payment rates, di- 
version payments, ((applying to 
bases less than 25 acres), and 
conserving bases are needed in 
using 
this 
farm-business-plan- 
ing tool. Information from ASCS 
form 477 (mailed 
to farmer) 
can be transferred to the bud- 
get worksheet to help determine 
income under participation. An 
example is included to illustrate 
the use of the budget worksheet. 


In using the budget worksheet, 
Erickson points out that

"Thistle 
Bird" is well earned, for it uses 
the thistle down in building its 
late nest and feeds its babies 
with thistle seeds. When winter 
comes, it hangs around the this- 


way, we noticed telephone wires 
to our left literally filled with 
little drab birds like beads on a 
string—hundreds of them.

a short time they sat motionless 
and silent. We stopped and ex- 
amined them with our binocu- 
lars. As we suspected, we learn- 
ed that they were Goldfinches, 
and only Goldfinches. No spar- 
row nor starling broke the solid 
string of the Goldfinches.

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Egypt Taming 


More arid more classrooms are being built in the nation's schools to accommodate the 
continuing flood of students. The above map shows the number of additional classrooms 
provided during the 1965-66 school year in each state. Most states built more "new" 
classrooms than the top figure indicates, but the "additional" classrooms figure was 
deduced by subtracting the number of classrooms abandoned in the same year from the 
number of new ones provided. Figures were not available for a few states, shown here with 
only the total classrooms listed. One state, Tennessee, built 739 new rooms, but aban- 
doned 794, according to the United States Office of Education. 


ASWAN, 
Egypt 
(AP) 
— 
Egypt's dreams for taming the 
Nile and saving the nation from 
flood and drought are nearing 
reality. 


The floods, which once demol- 
ished townships and destroyed 
houses and crops, now ironically 
hold promise of prosperity. 


The huge, Soviet-financed As- 
wan Dam, which is considered 
the backbone of the Egyptian 
national economy and one of 
President 
Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser's top achievements, is in the 
final stages of construction. 


Seven 
years 
have 
elapsed 
since the work began and the 
dam today controls most of 
Egypt's vital water. It will soon 
generate electric power. 


According 
to official 
state- 
ments 80 per cent of the work on 
the dam has been finished. The 
dam now is 14 times higher than 
Giza's great Pyramids. When 
completed, the dam will be 17 
times higher. 


The work already completed 
includes the excavation of ca- 
nals, construction of tunnels and 
, the concrete structure of the 
¡power plant. The largest man- 


made lake in the world is rising 
behind the dam. 


Most of the work is now con- 
centrated 
on 
the 
water-tight 
joint between the dam core and 
the rock bed of the Nile. Simul- 
taneously work on the power 
plant is moving rapidly ahead. 


The first turbine has been in- 
stalled and is scheduled to gen- 
erate electric 
power in 
two 
months time. Two other tur- 
bines will be installed during 
this year along with transmis- 
sion lines and substations. 


The power station will have 12 
turbines, each with a capacity 
of 175,000 kilowatts. The instal- 
lation of all turbines is sched- 
uled to be completed before 
1970. 


As the work on the dam ap- 
proaches its end, the total num- 
ber of workers and experts has 
dropped from 35,000 to 25,000. 
Officials say the number of So- 
viet 
technicians 
also 
has 
dropped from 1,800 when work 
on the dam started to 600 at 
present. They will be further 
reduced to 300 next year, offi- 
cials say. 


"We will keep no more than 


three Soviet experts to run the 
work in the powerhouse when 
the dam is finished," said Ibra- 
him Zaki, deputy minister for 
the dam. 


Though the dam will guaran- 
tee for Egypt water needed for 
agricultural expansion and elec- 
tric energy for industries, the 
wild growth of Egypt's popula- 
tion causes concern about the 
future.

The following communication 
was sent to the Journal Courier 
by Robert B. Oxtoby, a Spring- 
field 
attorney well 
known in 
this area. 


The 
long, gray, 
slumbering 
Lincoln-Herndon building, wrap- 
ped tight in its 127 years of 
history, 
exposing 
scarcely 
a 
peep of all that happened within 
it, will soon be restored to its 
appearance and use circa 1845. 
With 
this restoration 
a 
new 
dimension will have been ad- 
ded to the history of the life 
and times of Abraham Lincoln 
in Springfield. 


The restoration of this historic 
old building on the 
southwest 
corner of Sixth and Adams will 
bring a major link to the visible 
chain 
of evidence 
concerning 
the middle life of Abraham Lin- 
coln. 


Until 
now, 
tourists 
and 
scholars could see the Home, 
Tomb, 
and 
restored 
Wabash 
Railroad 
Station 
for 
visual 
evidence of Lincoln's life and 
times in Springfield during his 
late years. The restoration of 
the 
Clay 
Tavern 
affords 
a; 
glimpse of those past times. For 
his early years there is New 
Salem sitting on its high hill 
beautifully restored, where one 
senses something of the hard- 
ship school that formed young 
Lincoln. But nothing in Spring- 
field or elsewhere has illustrat- 
ed those middle years when Lin- 
coln 
practiced 
law 
skilfully, 
was a United States Representa- 
tive, 
and was perfecting 
the 
spirit, 
style, 
knowledge 
and 
judgment that were 
to 
carry 
him 
on 
to 
the 
American 
Presidency and the command of 
the Union armies. The restored 
Lincoln-Herndon 
Building 
will 
help to heal this lack. 


Few Changes 


It is a tribute to the former 
owner, Alvin S. Keys, that al- 
most 
nothing 
was 
done 
ot 
disturb 
the exterior 
architec- 
ture of the building. Only the 
first floor has been extensively 
changed. From the outside, the 
second and third floors remain 
much as they were in 1840. The 
rough-hewn oak floor, 
walked 
by Lincoln, Logan, Herndon on 
the third floor, is secure under 
heavy linoleum. On the second 
floor, the original floor was dis- 
covered 
intact 
under 
later, 
superimposed 
flooring. 
The 
stand-up attic with its unusual 
trusses and hand-hewn 
beams 
remains as it was in 1840 and is 
very nearly as sound.

Reinhold Niebuhr, 
have 
urged

Jews as an affront to Judaism, 
obscuring the common spiritual- 
moral roots of both 
religions. 


On the other hand, the Rev. 
David M. St owe, a missions ex- 
ecutive of the National Council 
of Churches, defended evangel-
